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THE DRAFT AGE 


Considerable discussion has been heard following, 


publication of a dispatch in the Times-Mirror recently 
that General Lewis S. Hershey, national director of Se- 
lective Service would revise the U. S. Draft procedure 
to exempt men over thirty years of age. 


From another source comes a suggestion that after 


ample Army reserves have been acquired under the Se- 
lective Service, it may seem desirable to so modify the 
law that only men between the ages of IS and 23 should 
be called out. 


Here in Warren as well as throughout the nation the 


wish is being ardently expressed that the world would 
so settle down tnat it would not be- necessary to draft 
anybody, but with the war makers strutting up and 
down and threatening to fight, compulsory military ser- 
vice appears necessary for this country at the present 
time. 


i' oung men from IS to 23 are perhaps the best fitted 


as respects physical ability for Army service, but older 
men would have more judgment and experience. Gen- 
eral Hershey, however, is of the opinion "that men over 
thirty are past their physical peak and many find it hard 
to learn new skills." 


Many believe the decision as to whether or not the 


age limit for Selective Service men is to be changed 
would seem to depend on how imminent the danger of 
war seemed. .If it was not very threatening, it might 


. seem more reasonable to take men when quite young. 


so as not to interfere so seriously with family life and 
industrial relations.

as burgess, police chief, fire chief, president of council, 
borough secretary, borough solicitor, etc., tomorrow will 
be a big day for the boys of Warren. 


These offices, along with the editor-in-chief of the

as burgess, police chief, fire chief, president of council, 
borough secretary, borough solicitor, etc., tomorrow will 
be a big day for the boys of Warren.

THE DRAFT AGE 


Considerable discussion has been heard following, 


publication of a dispatch in the Times-Mirror recently 
that General Lewis S. Hershey, national director of Se- 
lective Service would revise the U. S. Draft procedure 
to exempt men over thirty years of age. 


From another source comes a suggestion that after 


ample Army reserves have been acquired under the Se- 
lective Service, it may seem desirable to so modify the 
law that only men between the ages of IS and 23 should 
be called out. 


Here in Warren as well as throughout the nation the 


wish is being ardently expressed that the world would 
so settle down tnat it would not be- necessary to draft 
anybody, but with the war makers strutting up and 
down and threatening to fight, compulsory military ser- 
vice appears necessary for this country at the present 
time. 


i' oung men from IS to 23 are perhaps the best fitted 


as respects physical ability for Army service, but older 
men would have more judgment and experience. Gen- 
eral Hershey, however, is of the opinion "that men over 
thirty are past their physical peak and many find it hard 
to learn new skills." 


Many believe the decision as to whether or not the 


age limit for Selective Service men is to be changed 
would seem to depend on how imminent the danger of 
war seemed. .If it was not very threatening, it might 
seem more reasonable to take men when quite young.
